THE  DEPUTY  OF  HIS  EXCELLENCY  THE 
GOVERNOR-GENERAL  IN  COUNCIL. 

IIEREAS  the  regulations  for  the  disposal  of 
petroleum  and  natural-gas  rights,  the  prop¬ 
erty  of  the  Crown,  in  the  Western  Provinces  and 
Territories,  approved  by  Order  in  Council  dated  the 
nineteenth  day  of  January,  1914,  and  amended  by 
subsequent  Orders  in  Council,  provide  for  the  grant¬ 
ing  of  leases  of  such  rights,  comprising  an  area  not 
exceeding  1,920  acres,  for  a  period  of  twenty-one 
years,  renewable,  subject  to  the  payment  of  rental 
at  the  rate  of  fifty  cents  an  acre  for  the  first  year 
and  one  dollar  an  acre  for  each  subsequent  year, 
but  provision  is  made  that  expenditures  incurred 
in  actual  drilling  and  other  operations  for  the  dis¬ 
covery  of  petroleum  and  natural  gas  may  be  ac¬ 
cepted  in  satisfaction  of  the  rentals  payable : 

And  whereas  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  reports 
that  it  has  been  represented  that  in  the  plains  area 
of  these  Provinces  and  Territories  outcrops  of  rock

1.  The  area  and  dimensions  of  a  location  which 
may  be  applied  for  under  the  provisions  of  these 
regulations,  and  the  procedure  to  be  followed  in 
making  such  application,  shall  be  similar  in  all 
respects  to  the  regulations  governing  the  issue  of 
leases  of  petroleum  and  natural-gas  rights.

6.  (1.)  The  application  shall  also  be  accom¬ 
panied  by  a  cash  bond  in  a  sum  at  the  rate  of  forty 
cents  for  each  acre  to  be  included  in  the  permit, 
guaranteeing  an  expenditure  during  the  term  of  the 
permit  in  actual  core-drilling  or  other  like  opera¬ 
tions  on  the  location  for  the  determination  of  the 
underlying  geologic  structure,  of  a  sum  equal  to  the 
amount  of  such  cash  bond,  and  the  bond  so  given 
shall  be  subject  to  forfeiture  unless  evidence  is  fur¬ 
nished  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Minister  that  such 
expenditure  was  incurred  during  the  period  and  for 
the  purpose  mentioned.  Forfeiture,  however,  may, 
in  the  discretion  of  the  Minister,  be  limited  to  that 
portion  of  the  prescribed  expenditure  which  the 
permittee  may  have  failed  to  incur  and  prove.

Upon  receipt  of  evidence  satisfactory 
to  the  Minister  that  the  permittee  has  incurred, 
during  the  term  of  his  permit,  expenditures  in 
actual  core-drilling  or  other  operations  on  the  loca¬ 
tion  for  purposes  of  structural  discovery,  equal  to 
or  greater  than  the  amount  of  the  bond  given  by

HE  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  have  had 
before  them  a  report,  dated  8th  May,  1928, 
from  the  Minister  of  the  Interior,  submitting  as 
follows : — 

On  the  16th  of  November.  1923,  William  H. 
Thomson  obtained  entry  for  Legal  Subdivision  10 
of  Section  5,  Township  22,  Range  1,  west  of  the 
6th  meridian,  as  a  homestead  in  the  Railway  Belt 
in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia  under  the 
provisions  of  the  regulations  governing  the  disposal 
of  Dominion  lands  in  the  said  Belt.  On  the  26th 
of  May,  1924,  he  also  obtained  entry  for  Fractional 
Legal  Subdivisions  15  and  16  of  the  same  section 
(area  30  acres)  as  a  soldier  grant  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  “  Soldier  Settlement  Act.” 

According  to  a  report  submitted  by  an  officer  of 
the  Department,  this  entrant  performed  a  period  of 
two  years’  continuous  residence  dating  from  the  1st 
of  November,  1923.  during  which  time  he  made 
improvementst  consisting  of  a  house,  stable,  fencing, 
etc.,  3  acres  cultivated  and  3  acres  rough-cleared 
aud  seeded  down,  the  total  value  of  the  said  im¬ 
provements  being  $1,005. 

This, settler  represents  that  he  has  been  unable 
to  complete  his  settlement  duties  owing  to  rheuma¬ 
tism.  the  result  of  service  in  the  Boer  War,  and 
also  in  the  European  War  1914-1918;  that  he  has 
lost  four  fingers  of  his  right  hand,  and  that  al¬ 
though  he  served  with  the  Canadian  Expeditionary 
Forces  for  two  and  one-lialf  years  he  is  in  receipt 
of  no  pension  except  an  allowance  of  thirty-four 
cents  per  day  for  his  services  in  the  Boer  War.  He 
further  represents  that  he  is  otherwise  hampered 
by  the  disability  of  his  wife,  who  suffers  from 
almost  total  blindness. 

The  Minister  submits  the  annexed  copy  of  a 
medical  certificate  dated  the  15th  of  January.  1926, 
and  recommends  that  under  the  provisions  of  sub¬ 
section  (2)  of  section  20  of  “The  Dominion  Lands 
Act,”  R.S.C.  1927,  chapter  113,  in  the  case  of  the 
homestead,  and  under  the  provisions  of  the  Order 
in  Council  of  the  23rd  of  May,  1921  (P.C.  1471), 
in  the  case  of  the  soldier  grant,  further  residence 
duties  on  the  part  of  the  said  William  H.  Thomson 
be  remitted,  and  that  lie  be  granted  letters  patent 
for  the  lands  above  described  upon  furnishing  proof 
in  the  ordinary  way  of  the  performance  of  the  con¬ 
ditions  attached  to  his  homestead  and  soldier  grant 
entries  other  than  residence. 

The  Committee  concur  in  the  foregoing  recom¬ 
mendation  and  submit  the  same  for  approval.

amending  Orders  in  Council  governing  the  granting 
of  yearly  licences  and  permits  to  cut  timber  on 
Dominion  lands  in  the  Provinces  of  Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan,  Alberta,  the  Railway  Belt  in  the 
Province  of  British  Columbia,  and  the  Peace  River 
Block  in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia,  the 
right  to  cut  timber  on  Legal  Subdivisions  12  and 
13  of  Section  31,  Township  4,  Range  27,  and  Legal 
Subdivisions  9  and  If!  of  Section  36,  Township  4, 
Range  28,  all  west  of  the  6th  meridian,  which  are 
now  designated  as  Timber  Permit  Berth  No.  675, 
was  sold  at  public  auction  on  the  25th  of  May, 
1926.  to  the  Ruby  Creek  Shingle  Company,  of  Ruby 
Creek,  British  Columbia,  in  accordance  with  clause

ber  containing  an  area  of  not  more  than  160  acres 
and  where  no  survey  is  necessary.

That  it  has  been  represented  that  this  rate  is  too 
high  to  permit  operations  being  conducted ;  that 
the  timber  consists  chiefly  of  cedar,  and  that  if  the 
shingle-mill  now  in  the  district  is  dismantled  the 
timber  may,  as  it  is  isolated,  remain  uncut  in¬ 
definitely. 

The  Minister,  therefore,  after  taking  into  careful 
consideration  the  report  of  an  officer  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  well  versed  in  actual  existing  local  conditions, 
recommends  that  the  rate  of  dues  payable  on 
shingle-bolts  which  may  be  cut  on  the  above-men¬ 
tioned  berth  be  reduced  to  $1  per  cord.

Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 


Rule  7 6. 

LL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  prop¬ 
erly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legis¬ 
lative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the 
purview  of  the  “  British  North  America  Act, 
1867  ” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a  Bridge,  the 
making  of  a  Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line;  the  construction  or 
improvement  of  a  Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work ;  the  granting  of  a  right 
of  Ferry ;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company ;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  in¬ 
dividuals  any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi¬ 
leges  whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
property  of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu¬ 
lar  class  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any 
amendment  of  a  like  nature  to  any  former  Act — 
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shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers 
to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the 
location  of  the  work,  to  lie  signed  by  or  on  behalf 
of  the  applicant.  Such  notice  shall  be  published 
in  the  British  Columbia  Gazette  and  in  one  daily 
and  one  weekly  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  When  the  proposed  Private 
Bill  is  of  a  local  nature,  the  notice  shall  be  further¬ 
more  published  in  some  newspaper  in  the  electoral 
distriot  affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper 
therein,  then  in  the  nearest  electoral  district,  in 
which  a  newspaper  is  published.  Such  notice  shall 
in  all  cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  six  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration  of 
the  petition. 

72.  No  Petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of 
each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  presented 
to  the  House  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each 
Session,  nor  may  any  Report  of  any  Standing  or 
Select  Committee  upon  a  Private  Bill  be  received 
after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no 
Motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification  of  this 
Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until  the 
same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made  thereof 
at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Committee  charged  with  consideration  of  Private 
Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House.  And 
if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as  afore¬ 
said  the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay 
double  the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless 
the  House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  clear  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  a  printed  copy  of  such 
Bill,  a  copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented  to  the 
House,  together  with  copies  of  the  notices  pub¬ 
lished.  Such  publication  to  be  proved  by  affidavit 
or  declaration  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk  of 
the  House.  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill, 
the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars.  If  a  copy 
of  the  Bill,  Petition,  and  notices  shall  not  have 
been  so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening 
of  the  Session,  or  if  the  Petition  has  not  been 
presented  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session, 
the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six 
hundred  dollars.  If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second 
reading  one-half  of  the  paid  fees  shall  be  returned. 

77.  Before  any  Petition,  praying  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a  Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a  Toll 
Bridge,  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person  or 
persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall, 
upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by  Rule  76,  also 
at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  give 
notice  of  the  rates  which  they  intend  to  ask,  the 
extent  of  the  privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches, 
the  interval  between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the 
passage  of  rafts  and  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

78.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation 
shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference 
the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the 
details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills.  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed 
departure  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and 
a  note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the 
provisions  thereof  in  which  the  General  Act  is  pro¬ 
posed  to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not 
framed  in  accordance  with  this  Rule  shall  be  recast 
by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at  their  expense 
before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the  clauses. 

82.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in 
Small  Pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on 
good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each  page 
when  folded  measuring  10%  inches  by  7 y2  inches. 
There  shall  be  a  marginal  number  every  fifth  line 
of  each  paper;  the  numbering  of  the  lines  is  not 
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to  be  run  on  through  the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each 
page  are  to  be  numbered  separately.  Three  hundred 
copies  of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill  dur¬ 
ing  its  progress  before  the  Committee  or  Private 
Bills,  or  through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be 
reprinted  by  the  promoters  thereof. 

By  Rule  S3,  a  model  form  of  Railway  Bill  is 
adopted.  A  copy  of  same  can  be  obtained  upon 
application  to  the  Clerk. 

All  Bills  to  incorporate  or  amend1  Bills  incor¬ 
porating  railway  companies  are  to  be  drawn  in 
accordance  with  the  Model  Bill. 

The  provisions  contained  in  any  Bill  which  are 
not  in  accord  with  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets.

•'Game  Act,”  being  chapter  98  of  the  “Revised 
Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1924,”  as  to  the 
hunting,  trapping,  taking,  wounding,  and  killing  of 
game,  are,  subject  to  the  provisions  yf  section  3  of 
these  regulations,  hereby  removed  to  the  extent  and 
within  the  periods  and  limits  and  subject  to  the 
provisions  hereinafter-  set  out  respectively  as  fol¬

“  MOTOR-VEHICLE  ACT.” 

PURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  His 
Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor  has  been 
pleased  to  order  that  the  regulations  made  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Motor-vehicle  Act  ”  on 
the  26th  day  of  May,  1927,  and  published  in  the 
Gazette  of  that  date  at  pages  1759  to  1768.  be 
amended  as  follows : — 

Regulation  No.  1 :  Add  to  the  definition  of 
“  head-light  ”  the  words  “  or  a  cowl  or  parking 
light.” 

Regulation  No.  3,  clause  (e)  :  Insert  after  the 
word  “  sunrise*”  in  the  tenth  line  of  said  clause 
the  words,  “  and  at  any  other  time  when  there  is 
not  sufficient  light  to  render  clearly  discernible  a 
substantial  object  on  the  highway  at  a  distance  of 
two  hundred  feet  ahead.” 

• 

Regulation  No.  3,  clause  (e)  :  Insert  after  the 
word  “  motor-vehicle,”  in  the  second  line  of  the 
third  paragraph  of  said  clause,  the  words  “  other 
than  a  motor-vehicle  operated  by  a  fire  department.” 

Regulation  No.  3,  clause  (/)  :  Add  to  said  clause 
the  following  paragraph  : — - 

“  No  brakes  shall  be  deemed  to  be  adequate 
within  the  meaning  of  this  clause  unless  they  are 
so  constructed  and  adjusted  as  to  be  capable  of 
stopping  the  motor-vehicle  when  operated  on  a  dry, 
hard,  level  highway,  free  from  loose  material, 
within  the  following  distances  in  respect  of  the 
following  speeds  of  the  motor-vehicle,  namely :  In 
the  case  of  a  motoi'-vehicle  exceeding  six  thousand 
pounds  gross  weight,  within  fifty  feet  from  a  speed 
of  twenty  miles  per  hour  upon  simultaneous  applica¬ 
tion  of  both  foot  and  hand  brakes,  within  seventy- 
five  feet  from  a  speed  of  twenty  miles  per  hour 
upon  application  of  the  foot-brake  alone,  and  within 
seventy-five  feet  from  twenty  miles  per  hour  upon 
application  of  the  hand-brake  alone;  and  in  case 
of  all  other  motor-vehicles,  within  fifty  feet  from  a 
speed  of  twenty  miles  per  hour  upon  application  of 
the  foot-brake  alone,  and  within  seventy-five  feet 
from  a  speed  of  twenty-miles  per  hour  upon  applica¬ 
tion  of  the  hand-brake  alone ;  and  no  motor-vehicle 
shall  be  driven  or  operated  on  any  highway  unless 
there  is  carried  thereon  and  made  available  for 
inspection  upon  request  by  any  officer  or  constable 
of  the  Provincial  Police  Force  or  the  Police  Force 
of  any  municipality  a  certificate  signed  by  the 
owner  or  manager  of  some  motor-vehicle  repair-shop 
or  garage  in  the  Province  stating  a  date  within  the 
period  of  six  months  last  preceding  on  which  the 
brakes  of  the  motor-vehicle  were  inspected  and 
tested  by  him,  and  certifying  that  they  were  found 
to  comply  in  all  respects  with  the  requirements  of 
this  clause.” 

Regulation  No.  3,  clause  (g)  :  Strike  out  the 
words  “  signalling  device  for  producing  an  abrupt 
sound  ”  in  the  second  and  third  lines  of  said  clause, 
and  substitute  therefor  the  words  “  warning  device 
in  good  working-order  capable  of  emitting  sound 
audible  under  normal  conditions  from  a  distance  of 
not  less  than  two  hundred  feet  ” ;  and  add  to  said 
clause  the  words  “  and  no  exhaust,  compression,  or 
spark-plug  whistle  shall  be  carried  or  used  on  any 
motor-vehicle ;  and  no  person  shall  at  any  time 
sound  or  use  the  horn,  bell,  or  warning  device  with 
which  a  motor-vehicle  is  equipped  to  make  any  un¬ 
necessary  or  unreasonably  loud  or  harsh  sound,  or 
otherwise  than  as  a  reasonable  warning.” 

Regulation  No.  3,  clause  (*)  :  Strike  out  the 
words  “  if  the  operation  of  other  vehicles  may 
reasonably  be  affected  by  such  turning,  stopping,  or 
changing  of  course  ”  in  the  seventh,  eighth,  ninth, 
and  tenth  lines  of  said  clause. 

Regulation  No.  3:  Add  to  said  regulation  the 
following  clauses: —

“(I.)  In  the  case  of  a  motor- vehicle  so  con¬ 
structed  or  loaded  as  to  prevent  the  driver  from

(iii.)  In  the  case  of  a  motor-vehicle  or  trailer 
upon  which  is  carried  any  lumber  or  thing  which 
projects  more  than  four  feet  from  the  rear  of  the 
motor-vehicle  or  trailer,  there  shall  be  attached  and 


displayed  at  all  limes  at  the  rear  end  of  the  pro¬ 
jecting  lumber  or  thing  a  red  flag  not  less  than 
twelve  inches  square,  and  during  the  period  from 
one-half  hour  after  sunset  to  one-half  hour  before 
sunrise  there  shall  also  be  attached  and  displayed 
at  the  rear  end  of  tin*  projecting  lumber  or  thing  a 
red  light.” 

Regulation  No.  12:  Strike  out  the  second  form 
in  said  regulation,  and  substitute  therefor  the  fol¬ 
lowing  : —
